The average person who sees an or 
dinary red clay pipe made b y the In­ 
dians, little dreams what mysticism 
this small ob ject stands for. 
It is not alone a peace pipe, smoked 
at campfires, b ut if an Indian were 
asked to take a stranger to his garden 
of Eden, the sacred spot whence pri 
meval man sprung, he would lead him 
to the Pipestone quarries of Minnesota, 
from whose sacred rock from time im­ 
memorial the Indian has made his 
pipe of peace. 
It is in this locality 
that the Missman b rothers, formerly 
of South Dixcn, are making their 
home. 
No place like this has ever yet b een 
found, for though there is a similar de­ 
posit of b lack clay in Canada, just 
across the b order, the Indians do not 
venerate it as they do this red clay 
which lies to the west of Minnesota’s 
great prairies. 
It is to this spot that the Indians 
have come from north, south, east and 
west that they might ob tain the 
b eautiful 
clay, 
soft when 
taken 
from its watery b ed, b ut hardening on 
exposure to the air. 
Several legends are connected with 
this quarry, for it was here the great 
spirit Manitou* first made man, and 
hence the spot was a Mecca for sacred 
pilgrimages from the b eginning of the 
world. 
Here, too, is tb e Indian Ararat, and 
a q uaint legend tells b ow all the peo­ 
ple of the earth were destroyed b y the 
water save one maiden, who was res 
cued b y an eagle, which carried her to 
the plpestooe quarries, and that is 
why tb e Indian loves the eagle’s 
feathers. 
The most interesting legends of all 
have b een told b y the Sioux chiefs 
who have from generation to genera­ 
tion, told this story, like the Sagas of 
old: 
“In the far-off ag^, many moons 
ftfO, the Great Spirit formed the first 


Indian from a star. The Great Spirit 
made a b ow from tb e rainb ow and ar­ 
rows from the lightning, and gave 
tliem to him, saying, ‘Take these, 
Wakin yan, and slay game.’ 
“This man 
was so strong and 
mighty it would take ten moons to 
tell all his deeds, b ut he longed for 
something new, some b eing like him­ 
self. 
Then Wi-toon-tl, a monster, 
half lizard and half pike, and his 
turtle wife, taunted him, b ut Wa-kln- 
yan heeded not, only praylug the 
Great Spirit for his desire. 
‘At last the Great Spirit heard his 
pleadings, b roke ab eam from off the 
sun and modeled the first of all her 
sex, the longed-for one. 
An eagle 
dropped her quietly in the lake b y 
the lodge of the lonely Sioux (forever 
after all who b athe in this lake are 
Imb ued with immortal youth), and in 
peace and happiness the b rave and his 
squaw dwelt, their path strewn with 
flowers (for that is whas we deem our 
children.) 
“ Wi-toon-tiand turtle wife longed 
to harm Co-tan-ka, and hiding near 
the rocks until she came from her 
b ath, sucked the life b lood from her 
Do you see the red spots on the stone? 
Ever since, in spite of wind and rain, 
the rocks have carried that stain. 
“Then all the sons and daughters of 
tb e north, south, east and we.st came 
to hunt Wi-toon-tl and his turtle 
wife, and the Great Spirit made the 
sun’s rays so hot that the waters 
wherein they were hidden dried and 
Wa kin-yan took his arrow and pierced 
them through. Thus was formed the 
Pipestone Quarry.” 
That a spot concerning which the 
Indian chiefs tell such a legend should 
b e sacred to the Indian is not to b e 
wondered at, and our government out 
of respect for this sentiment, has de­ 
creed that the p l a c e remain always-un- 
disturb ed. As a furtherance of this 
desire an 
Indian school has b een 
erected here. 
Gatlin, the famous explorer, was the 
first white man to visit this spot. He 
had great difficulty lo approaching the 
place, b eing stopped b y hundreds of 
Indlacs, who threatened him, saying 
no white man had ever seen the place 
or should, and even to this day the 
Indians are loath to have visitors ap­ 
proach.

19, were generally fav orable for gath­ 
ering crop s In nearly all districts low 
niglit temp eratures in the more north­ 
erly p ortions hav e delayed the maturi­ 
ty of late crop . Frosts oeeurred as far 
south as Oklahoma and Tennessee, but 
little or no damage resulted, excep t to 
tender v egetation in the central v al­ 
leys, and to unmatured crop s in Wis­ 
consin, Minnesota, the Dakotas and 
Montana. 
Later com is maturing rap idly In 
the western p ortion of the belt, but 
the crop is rip ening slowly In the east­ 
ern and central sections, and needs ten 
to twenty days of fav orable conditions 
to lie safe from frost.
